Conference participants 
believe that problems of free­ 
ways and rapid transit are 
linked and that transportation 
is essentially a regional con­ 
cern. It generally was agreed 
that citizens should be more 
critical and skeptical about 
freeway construction than 
they have in the past. When 
a freeway is proposed, w« 
should ask: Is the freeway 
necessary? What will be its 

|effect upon the communities? 
For example:

1. a freeway should be de­ 
signed to beautify an 

. area by its location, struc­ 
turing, and landscaping; 

2 a freeway, if possible, 
should serve as a cohesive 
rather than a devisivt 
force;

3. a freeway should be built 
so that it breaks up traf­ 
fic congestion in the com­ 
munities it serves;

4. parking places or other 
identifiable public facil­ 
ities should be construct­ 
ed adjacent to a freeway. 

It was suggested that the 
public had not indicated wide­ 
spread enthusiasm for rapid 
transit. The convenience of 
driving one's own car appar- 

ntly reduces interest in a 
ransit system. Yet public
 ansportation offers obvious 
olutions to smog, accidents, 
nd policing. Because such a 
ystem has never proved self- 
upporting. it would have to 

subsidized on a regional 
asis. Furthermore, leader- 
hip should be organized tr> 
Tovide a focal point for the 
lemand for rapid transit.
  Billboards. Many confer- 
nee participants expressed a 
eeling of opposition to bill, 
toards adjacent to roadways. 
Nevertheless, they are aware 
hat the billboard industr it 
'ighting for its existence and 
has the ability to apply great 
political pressure. New 
methods of regulating bill- 
>oards might be devised on 
Kith regional and local levels: 
'or example, a community 
might charge a fee for this 

ind of advertising.
